H. D. BROWN GETS AN INJUNCTION. 

New York. April 17. — In a temporary injunction 
granted yesterday by Judge Julius M. Mayer in the 
United States District Court, the Jockey Club, the 
National Hunts and Steeplechase Association and the 
otlb-ors and mvmliers of both are forbidden to oxer 
cisc any authority or jurisdiction in any way over 
racing in any part of the United States except with- 
in tliis- slate. This is tlie first response of tile fed- 
eral court to a tietition of tno Maryland State Fair 
Association, which controls a race course at Laurel, 
Mi!., and which, through Manager II. D. Brown, 
presents tlie plea that "the Jockey Club's influence 
over racing is virtually 'an illegal combination in 
restraint of trade,’ to quote the tietition.” 

I he -itit seeks to restrain tlie Jockey Club and 
its associates from interfering with or meddling in 
racing outside the slate of Now York and from en- 
forcing any line, penalty or disqualification against 
any hoiye. owner, trainer, jockey, attendant or 
official parfieipa ting in any race meeting held out- 
side tlie state of New York without the recognition, 
sanction or approval of the Jockey Club. 

The bill of complaint further alleges that the 
Maryland State Fair is fully equipped for the giving 
of running races and desires to conduct an itide- 
pclidant meeting in tlie state of Maryland without 
being eontrtdlfd by tlie Jockey Club.

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RACING COMMISSION FOR ILLINOIS. 

Bill Introduced ; n Legislature to Bring Sport Under 
State Control. 



Sena lor John T. Denvir. who represents one of the 
Chicago districts in tlie upper branch of the State 
Legislature, introduced two hills ill the Senate at 
Springfield on Wednesday that are of interest to 
racing folk. The bills were drawn by William E. 
Golden, a Chicago attorney, who is secretary of (lie 
Austin Association, chairman of various committees 
of tlie Austin Heights Neighborhood and Improve- 
ment Association, and chairman of the Parks and 
Boulevard Committee of the South Austin Club. 
They were introduced ou request by Senator Denvir. 
who represents a West Side district, including the 
locality in which the Hawthorne track Is located. 

One of the bills provides for the appointment of 
a state commissiou of three meiniicrs. to be named 
by the Governor, to supervise and govern horse 
racing in Illinois under certain conditions described 
in the bill. This bill provides that a percentage of 
the receipts of racing associations shall be set aside 
for the use of the state and devoted to highway im- 
provements. The author of the bill estimates that 
the state would derive a revenue of $1,900,000 an- 
nually from tliis source should the proposed legisla- 
tion be enacted into law. 

Tlie second hill is supplementary to the racing 
commission measure and provides for tlie adminis- 
tration of tin- funds accruing from the operation of 
the first hill. 

Senator Denvir is quoted as saying that lie intends 
to push the bills. "While I did not draft the hills, 
no organizations are hack of tlie measures, so far 
as I know." said lie. "There is no sneli movement 
hack of the racing bill as is lx-iiind tlie boxing bill. 
1 intend to make a personal fight for the racing 
bill. It seems to me that racing could lie revived 
under the same sort of regulations as would safe- 
guard boxing. Since I introduced the bill many 
members of the Legislature have told me they 
thought it was a good thing.” 

Tlie full text of the racing commission bill, which, 
with its companion hill, was referred to the Com 
inittcc on Roads, is as follows: 

A BILL for an Act to establish a State Racing Coin- 
mission with authority to license incor|K>rated 
associations, to bold race meetings and to make 
rules and regulations governing same; and re- 
pealing any and all Acts or parts thereof con- 
trary to any and all parts of this Act. 

Be it Enacted iiy the People of tlie State of Illinois. 
Represented in General Assembly: 

SECTION 1. 

1. That a commission, which shall be styled "The 
State Racing Commission,” shall lie appointed b.v 
the Governor, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate. 

2. The Governor shall ap|ioiiit three persons who 
are members of the State Public Highways and 
Roads Commission, who shall bold office for the 
term of six years, or until their successors are ap- 
pointed and qualify. Provided, that as soon as this 
act shall be in force and effect the Governor shall 
immediately appoint one person for six years, oue 
person for four years, and one is-rsoii for two years, 
and the President of the State Public Highways 
and Roads Commissioners shall be president of this 
commission. Provided, further, the General Assem- 
bly shall appropriate sufficient funds for the support 
and maintenance of this commission until such time 
as it is self-supporting. 

SECTION II. 

1. X-> person shall Is* eligible to hold a coin- 
missionersliip. or any office «>r position under tliis act. 
who is directly ->r indirectly interested in any racing 
association, horses, trainers, jockeys, drivers, or 
any person, firm, company or corporation dealing, 
ipanufaeturing or controlling any or all material of 
any kind used or to be used, by any association 
licensed tinder this act: and the Governor shall 
remove from office any commissioner, officer or em- 
ployee that may hereafter violate tliis section. It 
shall also be the duty of the Governor to remove 
any commissioner, officer or employee from office or 
employment under this act who is guilty of receiv- 
ing directly or indirectly any commissions, interest 
or gratuity of any kind, from any source whatso- 
ever. except as provided for in this act. 

SECTION III. 

1. Before entering u|iou tlie duties of his office, 
each of said commissioners and the secretary shall 
make and subscribe, and file with the Secretary of 
Stato, an affidavit in the following form: 

"I do solemnly swear that I will supimrt. 
the Constitution of the United States and 
the Constitution of the State of Illinois, and 
1 will faithfully discharge the dfities of the 
commissioner tor secretary i of the State 
Racing Commission, according to the best 
of my ability, and keep this act free from 
all causes of just criticism and attacks, and 
I will devote all m.v time as said commis- 
sioner.” 

2. Said commissioners shall receive for their 
services Two Thousand Five Hundred ($2.500.99 > 
Dollars per annum, and said commissioners shall 
appoint as secretary a person who shall lie score 
tary of the Stale Public Highways and Roads Com- 
mission. Said secretary shall perform any and all 
duties such commissioners shall assign him. Said 
secretary shall receive a sum not to exceed Two

3. Said commission shall use any or all employees 
or persons now or hereafter in the employ of (In- 
state Public Highway and Roads Commission neces- 
sary to perform the duties imposed on this com- 
mission. 

4. Tin* headquarters of this commission shall he 
the same quarters as are used by the State Public 
Highways and Roads Commission. 

SECTION IV. 

1. Said commissionors shall provide separate and 
distinct books, free from the records of any other 
state commission, and in said liooks keep a true, 
faithful and correct record of all proceedings, which 
shall he '-pen to tlie public and make complete 
annual reports of all proceedings to the governor 
and Senate. 

2. The YEAS' and NAYS shall he taken and on 
tered on the record of all proceedings of said com 
missioners upon any and all questions. 

3. Said commission shall have power to make 
additional rules and regulations not provided for in 
this act for the proper conduct of every race meet- 
ing authorized under this act, and may investigate 
any or all acts of any licensed association author- 
ized by this act or the conduct of persons or per- 
sons. and shall have the right to enter orders, rules 
or penalties justified after said investigation. 

SECTION V. 

1. It shall lie the duty of this commission to issue 
a license to any corporation, incorporated under 
the laws of the State of Illinois for the purpose of 
conducting running or harness racing meetings in 
the order of their incor|M>nitiou. Such licenses and 
corporations shall be subjected to this act and any 
and all rules and regulations tipple or passed by this 
commission 

2. It shall he unlawful for any person, firm or 
corporation to conduct or hold any racing meeting 
of any kind anywhere in this state, until first duly 
ilicorimrating and receiving a license from this com- 
mission. 

3. Said commission shall issue a license to cor- 
porations. and in no wise discriminate in favor of 
any corporation, but no corjipration shall receive a 
license to conduct a racing meeting whose officers 
directors nr stockholders are interested directly or 
indirectly, financial or otherwise iti any other racing 
association. 

SECTION VI. 

1. It shall he unlawful for any person, firm or 
corporation to conduct or attempt to conduct am 
horse racing meet on the seventh day (commonly 
called Sunday), or after dark, or between the first 
day of October and tlie first day of May. 

SECTION VII. 

1. It shall t>e lawful for said commission to issue 
a license to one corporation to conduct a running 
horse iia-ct and one for a harness horse race meet in 
each county in tliis state after all provisions of this 
art hftvc been complied with, and an additional 
license shall be issued to a corporation for each 
300,000 population, lint at no time shall two running 
race meetings Is* allowed on tho same days, in any 
one county or within a radius of 100 miles of each 
association. 

SECTION VIII. 

1. Said commission shall apportion equally *l |p 
legal days of racing permitted under this act be- 
tween all duly licensed racing associations without 
discrimination. 

2. It shall lie unlawful for this commission to al- 
low or permit any association or corporation to con- 
duct a running race meeting for a longer time than 
thirty (3o) days for each, association in any one 
yea r. 

Said commissioners shall have the right to 
refuse a license to any corporation whose officers 
or directors after an investigation are proven not to 
be men of honor and business integrity. Any asso- 
ciation refused a license shall have the right to ap- 
peal to the Circuit Court of Cook County. The said 
commission shall have equal rights to appeals. 

SECTION IX. 

1. Every association licensed under this act shall 

charge each and every person a minimum admittance 
to the race tracks and grandstands of one ($1.00) 
dollar, and said association shall pay to the treas- 
urer Ilf the State Public Highways and Roads Com- 
mission every thirty days ten per cent. (10 p. c) 
of each and every dollar so collected. Any race 
association, its officers or directors, violating this 
section shall be subject to a penalty of not less 
Ilian one nor more than three years in the state 
liciiitentiary, or a fine of two ' thousand ($2.000| 
dollars, or both: provided representatives of tin- 

press and only necessary employees and members of 
this commission shall 1 m- permitted to enter free, 
hut uo others. 

2. When a racing association has received a li- 
cense to conduct a racing meeting it shall provide 
an additional enclosure where will lie permitted 
automatic registering machines in the care of the 
necessary competent attendants, who shall act as 
temporary custodians of moneys deposited by persons 
and all moneys so deposited shall tie subjected to 
reasonable rules and regulations made and passed 
by said racing commissioners: and no other method 
shall lie permitted. Each association shall eattse to 
he collected 5 per cent, from all sums deposited, 
and the association shall pay 2 per cent, of sneh 
5 per cent, to the treasurer of the State Public

Norfolk, Va.. April 17. — A record breaking crowd 
was in attendance for the closing day of the most 
successful meeting ever given by the Jamestown 
Jockey Club. While Hie card lacked quality, all six 
of the races brought out well-balanced fields and :t 
majority of the races furnished interesting contests. 
Tlie Virginia Handicap, a dash of one mile, was pro 
tided as a feature and resulted in a runaway vic- 
tory for Hoffman, which led from tlie start and 
galloped home with a three-lengths’ lead. All six 
of tin' races were with selling conditions and the 
absence of tlie lialtermeu was noticeable, none of 
the winners being hid up. 

A majority of the stables that raced at Norfolk 
will lie shipped to Havre de Grace. Seven carloads 
left this morning for (lie Maryland track and as 
many more departed after tlie races tonight. 

A. J. Cunningham, a stable hand employed by 
Jack Thornby, dii-d at one of the local hospitals 
this morning of pneumonia. A collection was taken 
up at tlie track this afternoon to defray the funeral 
expenses. 

A number of the horsemen who raced here were 
forced to ship their stables over to Baltimore to 
await the opening of tlie Pimlico meeting. Tlie 
scarcity of stable room at Havre de Grace was re- 
sponsible for this condition. 

William Murray lias been notified of his appoint- 
ment as starter at Delorimier Park, Hillcrest and 
Dufferin Park. Murray received a telegram from 
A. Scott Ives yesterday that the association would 
pay the shinping charges on all horses sent to Mon- 
treal. This proved a strong inducement to some 
of the smaller owners and Murray hits already 
hooked enough horses for a special train of seven 
ears from Marlboro to Montreal and three cars from 
Norfolk. 

Gene Lutz has decided to retire the Kentucky En- 
durance Slake winner Messenger Boy to the stud. 
He succeeded in getting tlie son of Magazau to 
train soundly, hut the horse will not extend himself 
on his dicky legs. Lutz, who is looking after tho 
interests of jockey Tealian until the arrival of Paul 
J. Miles, from Kentucky, left for Havre de Grace 
tonight. He will send his horses to Montreal to 
await the opening of the meeting at Delorimier Park 
ou May 24. 

SPEEDING UP AT LOUISVILLE.

Send Horses Along. 

Louisville. Ky., April 17. — The tracks were in fine 
condition at Churchill Downs and Douglas Park to- 
day and many horses displayed racing speed in their 
trials. The Derby candidates worked included 
Prince Herntis. Sam Ilirseli and Floral Park. Haw- 
thorn, tlie favorite for tlie race, was cantered a slow 
mile and a quarter. Trainer W. S. Trcvey left 
tonight for Lexington to arrange for stable room 
for tlie great gelding, which will lie sliipi>cd there 
the week after next to run in the Blue Grass Stakes 
on May 3. That owner (’. F. Busehmeyer and 
trainer Trcvey are not alarmed by the sensatioual 
work of Foundation and tlie other Lexington candi- 
dates for tlie Derby is proven by tlie fact that 
they will take the son of Hastings to Lexington to 
meet Foundation and Helios ou their own training 
ground.

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STAMINA IN AMERICAN HORSES. 

IV. S. Vosburgh, handicapper for the Jockey Club, 
lias contributed the following letter to the Thor- 
ohghbred Record : 

• “The failure of the American^brrd horses to 
stay* lias been a frequent subject of the English 
turt writers, especially within the last two or three 
seasons, when so many American-bred yearlings 
were offered in the English sales rings. 

“Certainly, those wlu* are interested in selling 
home-bred siock cannot be exacted to view with 
favor the appearance in the market of a foreign 
competitor. Indeed, efforts have lieen made to ex- 
clude American horses from the Stud Book. Rut it 
would lie unfair to say that all English writers who 
have written of the alleged ‘failure to stay’ were 
influenced by personal considerations, for many of 
them are neither themselves breeders, nor inter- 
ested in new8pa|XT8 which are used to exploit cer- 
tain holdings of thoroughbred stock. 

“It seems likely, then, that such as are disin- 
terested believe what they write, or that they 
have fallen in with the repeated statements 
of the Interested writers, for any statement long 
acquiesced in often becomes accepted as a belief, 
owing to lack of contradiction or indifference, and 
as most people are indisposed to think for them- 
selves they adopt the statements of those more 
positive than themselves. 

“if the American -bred race horse cannot stay it 
is well we should know it and correct it instead of 
disputing it, and. if it is a fact, to consider the 
cause of it. Now. tlie sires inqiortcd from England 
to this country from 1830 to 1S4<I were among the 
liest in England Priam, Barefoot, Glencoe. Mai- 
grnne. Trustee, Albion, Ainderhy. etc., to which 
most of our horses trace, of those imported within 
the past forty years we cannot say as much. Most 
of them were cheap horses and too many of them 
were ‘roarers.’ Roaring is not always hereditary. 
Iml often Is. Roaring is not as com men here as in 
England: we have a better climate, but since the 
advent of those roaring English sires we have more 
roarers than we had forty years ago. 

“It is a frequent claim of some English writers 
that our horses are not thoroughbred, owing to 
inability to trace some one or two strains in tlieir 
pedigrees to the English Stud Rook. lienee, they 
assume t list l the horses trace to cold blooded sources. 
There is no evidence that they do except in one or 
two cases, such as that of Americas, which traces 
to Potomac, which horse our Sind Book states traces 
to a cart mare. Singularly enough. Americas has 
succeeded In-iter than all other American sires in 
England. In I lie other cases, tile ‘mis>ing link* is 
oft ii due to Ore, war. or loss of records. It is fair 
to believe tin- horses were thoroughbred, as the 
planters of Maryland, Virginia and the (’arolinas. 
were gentlemen ton keen on t hi- subject to breed nr 
race other than pure bred stock, while quarter-racing 
was a distinct sport. 

"There is reason In believe that horses mature 
earlier in m h| pails of Hie United States than they 
do in England. II may lie due to climate, tlie fond 
or (lie handling: but it is a fact recognized by many 
writers. Tin- late Mr. Pierre l.orillard's Democrat 
pud Caiman, particularly, have been cited. Both were 



brilliant two-year olds, each winning the Middle Park 
Plate, and while Caiman survived long enough to 
finish second to Flying Fox for the St. Loger, lioth he 
and Democrat failed to carry out tiicir early promise. 
Horses which mature so early, seldom improve with 
age. and when, later, tiny are lieaten by those whose 
development was slower. 'it is not always proof that 
they have deteriorated, but remained ’stationary, 
while tin- others had Improved and could maintain 
tbeir speej) over a longer distance. 

“There is also reason to believe that tlie Amer 
ican system of training lias become more suited to 
the development of early maturity and sprinting 
than staying. It is natural that it should, as we 
have so few races requiring staying powers. Thirty 
or forty years ago. our horses were lilted for special 
engagements requiring longer preparation, and we 
have seen them galloped under clothes and then 
scraped. Rut in recent years they were required to 
race so often that tin- old method would not answer. 
Instead of taking off flesh trainers labored to keep 
it on. Of course, a horse run ’big’ may show more 
dash and speed, but In* cannot stay. An American 
trainer in England told us lie was amazed at the 
severe galloping the English trainers gave their 
horses: hut whether the milder American system is 
responsible for the alleged failure of our horses t< 
stay, it is difficult t<> determine. 

"Possibly within the last twenty years or more 
American horses have liecit bred with too much re 
gat'd for two-year old racing. The success of the 
Futurity led the racing clubs to put the greatest 
value in the events for two-year-olds — they produced 
a larger entry, larger fields. Tlie three-year-old 
stakes after June, when the colts had established 
their class, dwindled' to nothing, and for autumn 
meetings, were abandoned. To win a Futurity, a 
Matron, a Great Trial, a Treinout. or a Hopeful, 
became the aim of most owners. The colt winning 
some of t hose was the leading money winner of tin- 
year. Colin, for example, in 1907. won over $130, 
000. Tlie winner of the Futurity lias alone placed 
his sire at the head of tlie winning sires of the year. 

“Accordingly, it became a common thing for the 
crack two year-olds to start from ton to twenty 
times ill a 'season, and the others from twenty to 
thirty. The effect of t Ii is has been noticed in the 
falling off' of tlie number of older horses in tlie 
stake races. In the three-year-old events it was 
difficult to bring a fair number to the post, while 
the weight-for age races for all ages were won by 
three-y ear-olds or became little better than walk- 
overs. and often the latter. Baring became reduced 
to three sorts — two-.vear-old races, selling races and 
handicaps. Up to 1901 it had become a proverb 
that a throe-year-old could not win tlie Brooklyn or 
Suburban, hut since then four of them have won 
the Brooklyn and two the Suburban. Our horses 
had become used to racing as colts and either broke 
down or lost their nervous force from overdoing. 

“Tlie Increased value of events for two-year-olds 
caused a demand for the get of such sires whose 
colts ’came to hand early,’ and the breeder whose 
stallion did not impart that quality bad to be con- 
tent witli low prices or seek a sire of the early ma- 
turity sort. Aside from the stakes, the overnight 
sweepstakes for two-yea r-oids grew steadily. And 
with good reason — they filled I letter, produced larger 
fields, as there were always more untried two-year- 
olds than any other class. Again. American owners, 
with few exceptions, want immediate results: they 
want their horses Jo ‘pay expenses,’ and have little 
idea of keeping a colt over until lig is three, as Mr. 
I’Anson did Blair Athol, Mr. Merry did Doncaster. 
Baron Rothschild did Favonius, or as Mr. Belmont 
did Tracery. 

“Before racing was suspepded in New York several 
stables did little racing except with two-year-olds. 
Toward tlie close of tlie season they would sell their 
colts by private sale or public auction. They had no 
further use for colts or fillies which had won some of 
the most valuable stakes of the year— ‘their form 
was exposed.’ they had incurred penalties of weight 
for future engagements and it would be ‘impossible 
to got good odds’ against them. There was ‘no 
profit in horses after two years old. let somehody 
else have them,’ they would never sell so well as 
then when their reputation was. perhaps, higher 
than it would ever 1 m-. The expense was saved of 
‘carrying them over the winter.’ ami transferring 
their engagements saved a possible ‘load of for- 
feits’ in stakes of small value compared with two- 
.vear-old events.” 

“Consequently, the two-year-olds were sold for 
high prices which, with their winnings, made them 
altogether profitable. Then tlie stable was ready 
to begin tlie next season with another, a fresh crop 
of two yea r-oids. to which the trainer could give his 
undivided attention, and the history of the previous 
year was repeated — a ’new slate,’ unexposed colts, 
good odds, valuable stakes, reputations established, 
ending with another sale in the ensuing autumn, 
and tlie third batch of yearlings taken up and tried 
for tite two-year-old campaign of tlie following year. 

“No doubt a colt is better for having raced at 
two years old, unless lie lie one of tlie overgrown 
kind. It is the abuse of two-year-olds by over- 
working them that is to be condemned. So long as 
tlie staki s for two-year-obis are made So valuable, 
owners will net resist tlie temptation to start them. 
On tlie other hand, it would be considered tiad poli- 
ties lo reduce the value of these stakes, as to do so 
would reduce tlie selling value of yearlings at least 
forty per cent, owing to its diminishing tlie earning 
capacity of two-year-olds. 

“We have always considered it possible that tlie 
English horses were, as a class, superior to onrs; 
especially since we have bred to so many inferior 
English sires, while tlie English bred from tlie most 
highly tried horses. Moreover, their method of ri- 
eing over hills and descent's anil over straightaway 
courses, is a better test than the American deal level 
and circular courses afford. The English courses 
better test the wind, limb and heart. Many a horse 
that can stay a mile over a circular course, canno; 
do so over a straightaway — tlie pace finds li ini out. 
Besides, a horse with had shoulders can win over 
level courses, hut a ilill is fatal to him. Tlie Eng 
lisli horse is bred from generations of horses which 
have raced over courses up hill and down and should 
have* better shoulders than our horses. 

“But we are reluctant to believe that American 
horses are as poor stayers as alleged by the English 
writers with whom, to judge from the weights 
allotted, tin- English handicappers seem to disagree. 
Ilnndiciippers are liable to mistake, while it is sel- 
dom admitted that journalists ever are. Some high 
class race horses have raced here and of the few we 
have sent to England against enormous odds in re- 
spect to numbers, our horses have won the Derby, 
tin* St. Legcr (twice*, the Oaks, the Two and the 
One Thousand Guineas, and other ‘classic’ events. 

“It seems difficult for English journalists to !«*- 
lieve that anything giant can come from America. 
They ridiculed our jockeys and ‘the American seat.’ 
yet the American jockey is in demand and ‘the seat’ 
generally, adopted. If an American horse shows 
form, they deny his right to In* considered American 
if his sire or dam hapiien to la* English. One of 
them, some time ago. refused to consider Danny 
Mailer an American, because his fatlier was Irisli. 
forgetting that England’s King. Edward VII. . could 
by that test lie disqualified n< an Englishman, lii- 
eanse his father was a German. 

“Really we often doubt if international contests 
are any help to the ’gaiety of nations’ or to good 
feeling between them. Our English cousins have 
many qualities which we admire and fain would imi- 
tate. But they have so long etrjoved pre-eminence in 
sports that they do not take kindlv to competition — 
although they think they do. No doubt, in their 
place we would feel as they do. for. after all, 
human nature is tlie same all over the world. 

"Because our Sloans. Mahers. Martins. Reiffs and 
O’Neills have rather shattered the school of riding 
that Chifnev . Jackson and Buckle founded, and 
l-’ordhaiii. Archer and Osborne improved, it does not 
follow that we have nothing in learn from England. 
We have borrowed freely from her — language, liter 
attire, laws. In return we have given her only 
jockeys — and heiresses. 

“ ‘Oh. may we copy all her maxims wisp. 

And imitate Iter virtues and her charities; 

And may we. hv degrees, acclimatize 
Her journalistic peculiarities! 

By doing so we shall, in course of time. 

Regenerate completely our entire land — 

Great Britain is that monarchy sublime 

To which some add (but others do not) Ire 
land.’ ”

PROMPT RESPONSE FROM HORSEMEN. 

Belmont Park Reservations Assure an Abundance 
of Racing Material. 



New York. April 17. — Any doubt that may have 
existed that racing about New York City would he 
handicapped tor want of horses lias liotn dispelled. 
There are more than 1.000 stalls on tlie grounds 
of the Westchester Racing Association, and it i> 
assured that not many will Is- vacant when the 
meeting begins May .’Ml. Already there have been 
reservations enough to make this prediction safe. A 
great many of tin* horses that will furnish the sport 
in New York will not reach Belmont Park until ihe 
elose of tlie meeting of tlie Maryland Jockey Club 
at Pimlico, May 20, and that will afford their 
trainers ten days in which to freshen up their 
charges for the program that will begin tlie season 
here. 

The most notable of recent arrivals at Belmont 
Park is the stable of John Sanford, it lias always 
lieen the custom of Mr. Sanford and his father, tin 
late Gen. Stephen Sanford, to begin tlieir campaign 
at Saratoga, lmt this year it has been decided t< 
start with the others at Belmont Park. There art 
twenty-two, all two-year-olds, in the Sanford lot 
and they have impressed those who have seen them. 
Trainer Albright lias not done a great deal with any 
of them, lmt it should not take long to have them 
ready for racing and, being early on the ground, 
they will doubtless figure in the early races at the 
big course. 

All of them are llurricana-bred and several of 
them are close relatives to famous horses. Only 
one of tlie lot is by Potomac, for so long considered 
the premier sire* of the Amsterdam stud. This one 
is a filly out of Rock Rose. The younger stallions 
are variously represented, and tlieir development 
will be decidedly interesting.

Fred Rehbergor lias gone to Havre do Grace to 
take np his duties as secretary of that meeting. 
Before leaving lie framed tlie stake program for the 
Saratoga meeting and it lias gone to the printer. 

William Lakeland has gone to Havre de Grace 
with a small hut select string. It is his intention 
to campaign at Pimlico at tlie close of Havre de 
Grace racing and return to New York in ample 
time for the opening at Belmont Park. 

Matt Allen* is back from Florida and promises 
to be a regular when the horses are called to the 
post at Belmont Park. Mr. Allen is looking fine 
and tit after his winter in the south and is enthus- 
iastic over the possibilities for the restoration of 
the sport.

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RACING COMMISSION FOR ILLINOIS. 

(Continued from first page.) 



Highways anil Roads Commissioners every thirty 
days. 

3. No jM'rson shall lie permitted to enter this 
additional eiielostire unless they are over twenty- 
one years of age. and eaeli association slinll cause 
lo lie paid by each anil every person an additional 
minimum admittance fee of one dollar ($1.(81). Ten 
per cent. t 10 p. c.) of all moneys so collected shall 
lie paid by the association lo the treasurer of the 
Stale Public Highways and Roads Commission every 
thirty days. 

Any association, its officers and directors violating 
any part of this section shall lie subject to the 
penalty of a tine of live thousand ($5,0001 dollars, 
nr for one in live years in the state penitentiary, or 
both: provided holla flile representatives of the press 
and members of tlje said commission shall have ac- 
cess to the additional enclosures without cost, and 
no others. 

4. Any county or state fair association in the 
Slate of Illinois may make application to said state 
racing commission to accept or take advantage of 
any part of, or all provisions of this act; and said 
county or state fair association shall state in 
writing what section or provision of this act they 
elect to accept: and said state racing commission, 
after a thorough investigation of said written appli- 
cation. shall issue a license to said state or county 
fair, so far as it applies to the part of this act, 
lliat the said stale or county fair association elect 
to accept: and said state or county fair association, 
by sudi acceptance, shall be subject to all file rules 
and regulations of such racing commission and all 
provisions and penalties for failure of said state or 
county fair association to faithfully comply with 
any and all parts or provisions of this act so ac- 
cepted. 

SUCTION X. 

1. It shall be unlawful for any |>erson to solicit, 
ask. make, induce or attempt to induce any other 
person or persons t<> wager money or a security on 
a horse or horse race anywhere inside or uism any 
part of the property of any licensed racing associa- 
tion. II shall be unlawful fur any iierson to take 
or receive directly or indirectly money from any 
other person or persons for the purpose of wagering 
or placing money for said other person or persons 
except as provided for in this act. 

2. Il shall be unlawful for any person to act as 
commissioner for the purpose of sollctiug money 
from females or males on the premises or grounds 
of said association. Each and every person violating 
any part of this section shall be expelled from the 
enclosures and lie subject to arrest and a penalty of 
$2 < h i for each and every offense. 

SECTION XI. 

1. Said commissioners shall have the authority 
to iM'ludo any and all undesirable persons from 
entering the ground of any racing association li- 
censod under ibis act. 

Any and all associations licensed under this 
act shall pay to (lie treasurer of the State Public 
Highways and Roads Commission immediately all 
tines and penalties im|msod upon any and all train- 
ers. drivers, owners, jockeys or other attendants 
under tlie jurisdiction of said association. No fines 
or penalties shall lie remitted or vacated by any rac- 
ing association. 

Any and all persons dissatisfied with any rule, 
regulation or order imposed by the officers, directors 
or employees of any racing association shall have 
the right to appeal to said racing commission; any 
and all persons dissatisfied with the ruling on all 
questions so appealed to said commission shall have 
the right to further appeal to the Circuit Court of 
Cook Comity. 

SECTION XII. 

1. Any part of. or any whole act now in force 
and effect contrary to any part of this act is hereby 
repealed. 

The companion bill is as follows: 

A BILL for an Act to establish a State Highways 
and Roads Commission, with authority to create, 
build, maintain, police and light highways, 
roads, bridges and power plants, and to make 
rules and regulations governing same, and repeal 
any and all Acts contrary to any and all parts 
of tliis Act. 

Be il Enacted I5y the People of the State of Illinois, 
Represented iu General Assembly: 

SECTION I. 

t. That a commission, which shall be st.vled 
“State Public Highways and Roads Commission,” 
shall be apiminted by the Governor, with the advic.e 
and consent of the Senate. The Governor shall ap- 
iM>int three persons as such commissioners, one of 
whom shall tie a civil engineer of high standing, and 
two others shall belong to separate political parties, 
all of whom shall hold office for the term of six 
years, or until their successors are appointed and 
qualify. Provided, that as Mioa as this act ahull 
In- in force and effect the Governor shall immedi- 
ately appoint one person for six years, one person 
for four years, and one person for two years. The 
commissioners shall immediately after their hppoint- 
ment. and duly qualify, select one of their members 
to act as president. Provided, further, that the 
General Assembly shall appropriate sufficient funds 
for the support and maintenance of t His commission 
until such time as it shall be self-supporting. 

2. The Governor shall appoint, with the consent 
of the Senate, a secretary, who shall also act as 
treasurer, and whose term of office shall tie six 
years, unless removed for cause, as provided in 
this act. 

d. Said secretary-treasurer shall perform such 
duties as the commissioners shall assign him. beside 
being custodian of any and all moneys received, and 
to give such additional liond as said commissioners 
ma.v require. 

4. For Ibe carrying out of the purposes of this 
act said commission is hereby created a municipal 
corporation, with all powers by law now vested in 
municipal corpora tkms of this State. 

SECTION II. 

No person shall be permitted to act as such com- 
missioner or secretary, or any employee who at 
tin- time of his apiHiintmcnt. or any time thereafter 
is in any way connected directly or indirectly with 
any person, firm, company or corporation manufactur- 
ing. cunt toiling nr dealing in road or bridge building 
material, implements or machinery, or road repair 
material, or any substance or material to be used 
under this act. The Governor shall have power to 
remove any and all commissioners or secretary who 
shall directly or indirectly share or attempt to share 
iu any manner or form in contracts or purchases of 
supplies. 

SECTION III. 

1. Before entering upon the duties of his office, 
each of said commissioners or secretary-treasurer 
shall make and subscribe, and file with the Secre- 
tary of State, an oath in the following form: 

“I do solemnly swear that I will support 
the Constitution of the United States and 
the Constitution of the State of Illinois, and 
that I will faithfully and impersonally dis- 
charge the duties of the office of commis- 
sioner. or secretary treasurer, of State Pub- 
lic Highways and Roads Commission, to the 
best of my ability, and keep this act free 
from all causes of just criticisms and at- 
tacks. and I will devote all niy time, energy 
and attention as said commissioner or sec- 
retary-treasurer. and shall enter into Itouds 
with security to be approved by the Gov- 
ernor in the sum of twenty-five thousand 
( $2fi.<M8M8)i dollars for tin- faithful por- 
fiirnianci- of this duty as such commissioner 
-•I secretary- treasurer. 

SECTION IV. 

Each commissioner shall receive for his services 
five thousand ($5.(810) dollars per annum: said 

secretary-treasurer shall receive a sum not to ex- 
ceed five thousand ($5,000) dollars per annum for 
his si rvices. 

SECTION V. 

1. Said commission shall have power to appoint 
such other additional persons and employees as are 
only necessary for the proper discharge of the pro- 
visions of this act and fix all salaries and mmpensu- 
liniis for such employees. All salaries and compensa- 
tion- shall be payable bi-monthly. 

2. All employees under this act shall is- subject 
lo the civil service laws of this state provided, how- 
ever. this section shall not apply to said commis- 
sioners or secretary-treasurer. 

SECTION VI. 

1. The secretary-treasurer shall tie permitted to 
receive money from any source whatsoever, and by 
appropriation, donations, gifts or taxation, and all 
moneys reivived shall la- deposited in reputable, safe 
banks, anil all such money and interest shall belong 
pi the people of the Slate of Illinois for the sole 
purpose of building public highways, roads, bridges, 
imwi-r plants, and to maintain, retails, light, police 
mid kiep iu first -class condition any and all proper- 
ties of said commission, also all other necessary ox- 
] M-nes. 

No money shall lie paid out until voted by 
said commissioners, signed by the secretary-treasurer 
and couutersigned by the president of said com- 
mission. 

SECTION VII. 

1. Tlie said commissioners shall provide books in 
which shall Is- kept a true, faithful anil correct 
I-* surd of all moneys received, its source and dis- 
ImrsementR. of their proceedings, which shall be at 
all times open to the public, and shall make com- 
plete annual reports of all tle-ir proceedings. in- 
eluding expenditures and receipts of money. to tlie 
Governor and General Assembly. 

The ayes and nays shall be taken and entered 
upon the records of al| proceedings of the said 
commissioners upon any mid all questions or policies. 

SECTION VIII. 

1. Said commissioners shall have power to take 



over and control, build, pave, light, police, repair 
and maintain, and make rules, regulations governing 
any and all public highways, roads or streets any- 
where iu the state (excepting existing lioulevards 
in cities), and build any and all necessary bridges, 
repair, light and maintain the same to connect any 
and all of said commissioners roads and highways. 

2. The said commissioners shall have sole charge 
and control of all highways, roads and bridges, and 
power plants, and tlie right to regulate traffic and 
impose lines and penalties for any and all violations 
of such rules and regulations, or the destruction 
of any part of or whole properties under the juris- 
diction of said highway commissioners. 

.'!. No public highway, or road, or private road 
shall Ik- built, repaired or maintained anywhere in 
this state except on the written consent of the said 
public highways and roads commissioners, provided 
this section shall not apply to cities, towns or vil- 
lages. 

4. Such highway commissioners are hereby vested 
with power to take and acquire title to such pieces 
or parcels of land as may be necessary, and may 
proceed to procure the condemnation of the same in 
the manner prescribed in the act of tlie General 
Assembly, entitled "Ail Act to Provide for tlie Ex- 
ercise of the Right of Eminent Domain.” Approved 
April 10. 1*7-. The provisions of which act arc 
hereby extended to said highway commissioners. 

SECTION IX. 

1. Said commissioners shall have the power to 
raise money by general taxation for the purpose of 
creating, building, maintaining, improving and re- 
pairing public highways, roads and bridges, power 
plants and necessary buildings, purchase of material 
and necessary expenses of said commission, author- 
ized under this act. All taxes levied by the said 
commission shall lie levied at the same time and in 
the same manner as taxes are levied for other state 
purposes, but tlie aggregate amount of taxes levied 
for any one year shall not exceed tlie rate of one 
per cent, on each dollar. * 

•J. Any and all state highways, roads and bridge 
taxes now or hereafter authorized to be levied or 
collected shall lie paid to the treasurer of the State 
Public Highways and Roads Commissioners. 

.3. Said commissioners shall have power to issue 
bonds payable in twenty years, but at no time shall 
an amount exceeding ten million t$10.iHK),oiM)) dol- 
lars be outstanding at any one time. 

SECTION X. . 

1. Said commission shall have power to hire or 
employ any and all necessary labor to build, con- 
struct. repair, maintain, police and keep in first- 
class condition all state public highways, roads, 
power plants, bridges and necessary buildings. 

Said commissioners may also let by contract, 
or enter into contracts with reput a-lile persons, firms 
or corporations, for the purpose of building state 
highways, roads, bridges, power plants and other 
necessary buildings, and pay for the same out of 
all funds receivable by said commission. 

3. Said commissioners ma.v use for the purpose 
of preparing road material any and all safe, sane 
inmates of public or penal institutions of the State 
of Illinois. 

4. Said commissioners shall have power to pur- 
chase all necessary material, machinery, equipment 
and necessary supplies to construct, build, repair, 
police, bouse, light any and all state public high- 
ways. roads, bridges, power plants and' any neces- 
sary buildings. 

5. Said commissioners may take and control any 
water site, stream or river for the purpose of build- 
ing power plants to furnish electricity and power 
for the proper lighting or heating of said highways, 
roads, bridges, and all necessary buildings, now or 
hereafter under tlie control of said commissioners, 
and for no other purpose whatsoever. 

<i. Said commissioners shall have power to make 
any and all other necessary rules and regulations for 
the proper control and protection of all property 
under their jurisdiction not provided for in this act. 

SECTION XII. 

AN ACT to establish a Stale Highway Commission, 
defining tlie duties thereof, and to make an ap- 
propriation for experimental purposes. Ap- 
proved May 18. its 15. In force July. 1, 1005. 
AN ACT to provide for the election of Commission- 
ers of Highways in Counties under township 
organization, and to legalize election of official 
acts of such ns were elected ill tlie year 1874- 

. 1*75. and to fix tlie eoinpensat ion of the Treas- 
urer of such commission. Approved and in 
force April 15. 1*75. 

AN ACT to provide for the apiHiintmcnt of a Good 
Roads Commission, and to make an appropria- 
tion therefore. Approved May 15. 1005. In 

force July 1, 1903. 

All those acts are hereby repealed and any part 
of any entire act now in force and effect contrary 
to any part of this act is hereby repealed.

Jockey Eddie Martin arrived here last night from 
Charleston, S. C. He now weighs 11U pounds, but 
expects to ride at 102. 

Mr. It. L. Baker, one of the directors of the Ken- 
tucky Association: who lias been sick, was a visitor 
at tlie track this morning, lie said so many appli- 
cations are pouring in from horsemen for stalls that 
the association will not lie aide to take care of 
them all. 

Most of the trainers took advantage of -the im- 
proved track conditions and let their horses work 
right along. T. C. McDowell was credited with the 
fastest move of the morning, lie worked MeCorkle 
five-eighths in 1 :<8)~ and three-quarters in 1:14%, 
driving. It was an extra good move. 

Ed. Moon* had out Bottle Sue. which breezed 
three -eighths in :.'H), easily. Sister Baby went three- 
eighths in :38. well in hand. 

T. P. Hayes had out I.assie. which went five- 
eighths in 1:115. easily. Jabot was sent five-eighths 
in 1:04. handily. He is fil. Katrine was breezed 
five-eighths’ in 1 :bs. well in hand. Douerail was 
sent a mile in 1:40%. handily. He is looking fine. 
Harry Louder went tive-eightlis iu 1:05, handily. He 
is ready. 

C. I>. Chenault sent Leameiico a half mile in :50,. 
handily. He showed plenty of speed. Cullen Crews 
went five-ciglitlis in 1 :03-- . driving. 

James Gass had out G. \V. .1. Bissell’s horses. 
Dainty Mint and Ret I Rajah worked three-eigliths in 
Both were well in hand. Ave and Ada, wen- 
sent a half mile together in :50%. Both were driv- 
ing and it was good work. 

French Brooks sent Woodford Clay's Ocean Blue 
three-quarters iu 1:23. well iu hand.

She looks thin, but 
showed early speed. 

William J. Young worked Old Woman five-eighths 
in 1:02. driving, which was extra good. Cooster was 
sent a half mile iu :49%. driving, and showed some 
improvement.

WHEN IMP WON THE SUBURBAN. 

Looking back over the scenes of the turf, how 
pleasant are the memories of some of the achieve- 
ments of great race horses! Do they not inspire 
a feeling ol hope that some day like scenes and 
achievements will again lie witnessed? 

What a pleasant sight it would lie to witness 
another Suburban Handicap like that won by the 
great black marc. Itnp, which was sentimentally 
and musically christened “My Coal Black Lady” by 
Lander's hand, that lieing the tune it played us 
she galloped home iu front of her opponents with the 
majority of 50.000 persons cheering her. She was a 
turf idol, and a deserved idol, for no gamer or 
mere intelligent mare ever wore plates. 

One can never forget Imp's Suburban In 1899. It 
is chronicled in history as one of tlie most inspiring 
and sensational events of the American turf. The 
crowd was so groat that thousands of people had to 
take points of vantage iu the infield. Tlie scene 
reminded one of the English Derby at Epsom Downs, 
without the side shows and beer tents. 

Imp was one of tlie favorites in the race, and 
“Nash” Turner laid the mount. in every false 
break tlie mare was out in front and. as was her 
habit, she never ran more than fifty yards. 

“Chris” Fitzgerald, the starter in those days, 
said that Imp knew as well as he did when the 
start was made. When the horses were finally sent 
on thc-ii journey* Imp was in the front rank, as she 
was in all of her races, and ler marvelous speed 
soon displayed itself. Turner placed her nicely in 
the early singes, and when he called upon her to go 
to tliu front sin- was only too willing to respond. 

The race of itself had nothing particularly sensa- 
tional about it until the “Coal Black Lady” made* 
the turn for home, several lengths in advance of her 
nearest opponent. Then the voice of her rubber 
could lie bcanl above the roar of voices, “Let her 
sleco: let her sleep.” 

Instructions had been given to the riders of Imp 



scores of times that this call from the field meant 
that she was going easy and needed no encourage 
incut from her jockey. She needed no whip to urge 
iter to greater exertion, either, for never was a 
mare more eager to do her best at all times. 

A moment later a mighty roar arose from the 
crowd. There was the sound of splintering wood 
and thousands of screaming voices. A glance across 
the track told the story. Tlie inner fence rail had 
given way and hundreds of men and women were 
sprawling along the track for nearly an eighth of 
a mile. 

it seemed almost inevitable that some of them 
would be trampled to death, for Imp and the twelve 
horses behind her were within a few feet of the 
mass of humanity. 

"Nash” Turner said after the rate that he was so 
frightened that he was almost paralyzed. ”1 sat 
still, unable to move,” lie said. "It was the mare 
that saw the danger, and she took out immediately, 
but only just far enough to skirt tlie hundreds of 
persons who were scrambling to get back. She knew 
that she had to save as much ground as she could 
and she did. Why. she did not miss heads and 
bodies by more than an inch, tiut she never 
touched even a finger of a single person sprawling 
on the track.” 

Never was there a greater ovation given a Suburban 
winner than that which was extended to Imp. She 
won like the gallant mare she was. No one knew 
better than she did (hat she had captured the 
race. She trotted back to the stand with that deli- 
cate action that she always displayed, nodding her 
head like a prinia donna, and tlie cheering lasted 
until she was led back to tlie paddock. There was 
hardly one of the 50,1 88 I persons present hut gave 
Imp a cheer or a hand on that eventful day. 

Many an owner lias asked if the United States 
ever will have another Imp. — Exchange. 



PLENTY OF HORSES FOR PIMLICO. 

Baltimore. Md., April 17.— -It looks now as if 
Pimlico would lie overrun with horses for its com 
ing meeting. Secretary Riggs riqiorts that applica- 
tions for stabling are pouring in at such a rate that 
all the accommodations will soon lie taken up. Pim- 
lico itself has room for about 500 horses, while about 
50o more can be stalded at the Gentlemen's Driving 
Park. Electric Park and nearby private stables. 

Tlie new mutin-l machines have arrived and are 
ready to lie installed. They will give employment 
to a large number of men. and us far as |Hissiblc 
the positions will be filled by local folk. 

Captain W. F. Fresgrave. with his big band of 
horses, will remain at Pimlico instead of taking in 
the Havre do Grace meeting.
